This was done by the demand of all the |
municipalities i the district, Mount
Vernon, New Rochelle, Hye and other

That pleased Clemenceau. *“So yot
gee,” he said, “that even those who are
supposed to disagree really agree at the
very bottom of their feeling and reasom
Ing power. That ls what 1 ask and ]
hope this s something like an overtura
that some light will be coming. And 1
will be very glad if it comes from Amer-
e, and I hope that diplomacy will have
something to say about it and tagls
may be engaged In which, 1 am sure
can bring nothing but good: for us all"”

His Messnge Is Pence.

He added, lifting the f{amous eye-
brows, "#n You see I am not such n
wicked man as 1 am represented to be,
My message 13 pepce—pence by any
menans,"

It was one of the frankest and most
entertaining of his American contribu-
tions. A sample of his frankgess was
a reference to former President Wilson.
He was speaking of the failure of Ger-
many to pay to France the money
“promised to us under the signature of
France, of England and of the President
of the United States, and so on.'

“A great many friends have told me,"
e went on, “‘vou know wvery well that
Congress did not agree with the views
of Presldent Wilson and you cught not
to have depengded upon us’

“1 did not depend on you, You are
perfectly free. 1 never sald a word to
any Amerienn  that Congress should
vote one way orsthe other, That was
no business of mine. But what would
you have thought of us If we had sald
to the chief of the Ameriean Republlie
at a certain meoment, but you do not
represent Ameriean opinion®”

"I ask what wonld you have thought
of us? You had a legal representative

| there, o man of high mental powers, a

man of strong means. So, do not tell
me that I should know American poll-
tics better. My Amerlean polities were
to go with Amerlca to the front and
Germans, Thae 18 the only
Ameriean politics I knew at the time”

The crowd chuckled over this and
then applauded,

Hin Meeting With Lodge.

Clermgencenu came to Amerlea, as ha
“ay4, €0 speak to the people, but when
he met Benator Lodge to-aay he had an
opportunity to present the cause of
Fraunce to the man whose Influence has
been second only to that of Presldent
Harding and Secretary Hughes in main-
tnining the forelgn policy of the Tinlted
States.  Senator Lodge passed up the
President's message in order to have
luncheon with Clemenceau at the home
of the latter's Washington host, Henry
White, Nothing of thelr conversation
wias reported, but It was surmised that
the Senator was as frank as Clemencenu
himself and that Clemenceau might have
had Benator Lodge ns well as Mr. Har-
ding in mind when in his Continental
speech he undertgok to answer
eriticism ke had heard.

Fossibly His Final Aect.

Clemenc2an was Introduced by his
old friend, Major Gen, Tasker H. Bliss,
who saw both “splendor and pathos™
in the events of the French pilgrim's
long Hfe, Clemenceau insisted that his
only message was “peage for all men.”

He talked spiritedly for one hour and
was often applauded. He spoke f
his American trip as “very likely to
be the last act of my publie life."

“Do vou think I would undertake
such a thing at my age just for the
sport?' he asked. "I ask for nothing
but friendship and good heart and
good will. These are more wvaluable
to me than all vour gold, although I
know you have a great deal of it

As usual he mentloned the fourteen
points and President Wilson in the same
breath, and there was the usual in-
stantansous applause. He told agaln

| the story of German reparations fallare

and France's plight, pletured the peace
treaty as “nothing If it |s not executed,”
Ha sald it was a treaty contalning some
articles that should not have heen there
and would not have been If America had
not been in the council,

“Shall 1 say the full truth?' he ex-
cialmed ; “well, maybe we were a little
overexcited about those new people.”
But America had moderated and recon-
clled opposing views In the finest way.
Clemenceau repeated his argument that
France is not militaristic or imperialistic
and, although of good Intentlon, cannot
pay money which Germany has not pald
her,

“If Germany fs not allowed to pay
us,” he sald, “what can we do? I have
my watch and gold spectacles, and that
is al!l I can offer.

Why H: Came Here,

“I am asked for what precise object
I came to America,” he went on. I
came 1o ask you why you went to war.
Did you go to help France raject the
enemy? It is not done, DId you go to
make democracy safe? Look afar and
you mee the barbarity of the Turks, the
| anarchy of Russla and the need of
revenge of Germany met together un-
der the treaty of Pappallo. Krupp Is
working In Russia. I do not say war
is coming. 1 hope it 18 not. 1 do say
it looks as though it might be coming.
That Is enough to take precaution. 1
simply say that If the moral assurance
Is given that Ameriea does not disin.
terest herself from the execution of the
treaty that Is enough.

“Then the Germans will keep quiat
and the Turks will keep quiet, and
Russia will understand that ([ she wants
to come hack to the civilized world she
has only to perform civillzed acts. That
s all T say.”

Of the League of Nations Clemenceau
gald W had the advantage of exlsting
and “that you can go there, maybe with
some reservations to keep yourself free
of its dangers; 1 do not know, but I
suggest now that the League has done
much for Austria and Silesia and has
done It in n rather good way . . .
Will you go back to the League of Na-
tions with such reservations as you
think necessary? You may."

After this, Albert, the valet, who had
a seat on the stage, handed his master
his coat and NHat, and waving at the
applauding crowd the old man said
good-by to Washington.

YOUTH IN HALL CASE
GUILTY OF PERJURY

Sehneider, Who Accused Pal of
Murder, Lies Even When
Before Jury.

THIRD DEGREE DEFENSE

Feeble Minded, His Lawyer
Contends—Will Go to Trial-
on @Girl's Charge Also.

Naw Brunswick, N. J., Dec. §.—Ray-
mond Schnelder was found gullty to-day
of having committed perjury In charging
his friend, Clifford Hayes, with the
murder of the Rev, Edward W. Hall and |
Mrs. Eleanor Mills, Thus was ended
what the attorney for Schneider termed
one of the “side shows” of the murder
caze, Schnelder will come up for sen-
tence Inter, and while he could receive
up to seven years In State prison, Judge
Peter ¥, Daley will more probably send
him to the reformatory.

Almost 500 gersons were in the court
room during the day. Scbnelder was
virtually the only witness In his own
defense, for though Walter C. Steadman,
Schnelder's counsel, called Hayes he wus
questloned only briefly. On the stand
Behnelder made a lamentable showing,
contradieting himse!f, shifting about and
cceasionally Iying obviously.

Schnelder swore that he had made
the false sthtement because the detec-
tives pestered him to tell the truth, He
asserted they kept at him, but admitted
they all told him to tell the truth, He

sald he had been losing sleep for some
nights and was In much paln because of
an infected finger.

His Defense Proves Weak.

He tried to make It appear that he had
not accused Hayes until Hayes had said
he, Schnelder, was on the Phillips farm
on the night of the murder, but eyen on
his own admission he made his accusa-
tion first after he had been in the prose-
cutor's office less than two hours and
several hours before Hayes was brought
in to eonfront him. Mumbling his words
and shifting his eyes, Schneider, in an-
swer to questions, admitted that he had
lied when he accused Hayes and also
in an earlier statement, when he sald he
had gone home before 11 o'clock on the
night of the murder. N

With considerable abllity Schnelder’s
lawyer, In his summing up, took ad-
vantage of Schneider's behavier, He
sald flatly that his cllent was feeble
minded anA it was easy to see that de-
tectlves anxlous to get a clew In the
murder case might eusily have led him
to make false admisslons and aeccusa-
tions, Sehneider, said Stendman, was the
only peérson brought to account in con-
nection with the murder. *“He ls the
goat,” sald the lawyer.

John K. Toolan, summing up for the
State, sald that In effect the Prosecutor's
office was on trial. "If Schnelder ls
uot gullty, the Prosecutor's office
and the system is gullty,” said Toolan
with asperity. He declared that the
newspapers had put the Prosecutor’'s
office on the defensive and that the
mén thereln, with thelr Hps sealed, had
at one tlme wonderet whether the
state of public opinfon due to the murder
case would not result in a lynching.

Judge Daly addressed the jury briefly.
The jury was out only twenty minutes, -

When the verdiet was announced
Schnelder took It stolldly, His father
broke down and then hir mother gave
way, Pearl Bahmer, who had been the
young man's sweetheart, after being In
the court all day, was taken back to jall
before the verdict was announced.

Schnelder will be tried on the carnal
abuse charge next week, He wlill proba-
bly not be sentenced for perjury until
aftec.the second trial .
